If the college administrator 


can establish a relationship 
between the jobs created and 
the p o t e n t i a l jobholder's 
courses of study, the Office of 
Education, under the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act of 
1964, will foot 90 per cent 
of the salary bill for newly 
created jobs. 


The salary scale for these 


jobs, open to students who 
prove sufficient e c o n o m i c 
necessity, can range 
from 


$1.25 to $1.75 per hour.

Often such work is a direct 
steppingstone to the student's 
postgraduate life. 


According to Dr. Adams, 


such programs can "also pro- 
vide the student with a testing 
ground prior to graduation 
and the assuming of a definite 
vocation. There is no better 
time than during undergrad- 
uate years to correct any mis- 
taken ideas about a chosen 
vocation."

the EOA benefits lower in- 
come students only. Never- 
theless, the work-study con- 
cept may well cause educa- 
tors to re-think their posi- 
tions. Indeed, the work-study 
programs 
of the 
Economic 


Opportunities Act may be 
only one indication that in 
the future the college experi- 
ence and the vocational ex- 
perience will be two sides of 
the same coin.

Suit Would 
Set Aside 
Guidelines 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Dermott School District filed 
suit Thursday in U. S. District 
Court asking the court to over- 
turn the 1966 school desegrega- 
tion 
guidelines 
and declare 


them unlawful. 


The suit seeks to enjoin John 


W. Gardner, secretary of the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, and U. S. 
Education Commissioner Har- 
old 
Howe from continuing to 


defer action on applications for 
federal assistance by the school 
district. 


The suit said Howe had writ- 


ten the school district June 19 
saying federal help for the dis- 
trict's new programs was being 
deferred because of non-com- 
pliance with the 1966 guidelines. 
The petition said Howe refused 
to rescind his decision although 
the district submitted a com- 
pliance form June 15. 


The suit asks the court to de- 


clare the conduct of Gardner 
and Howe "arbitrary, 
unrea- 


sonable, capricious and unlaw- 
ful." 


It seeks to restrain the office 


from withholding federal funds 
from schools that do not con- 
form to the guidelines. 


The suit said Gardner and 


Howe were in violation of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 by re- 
quiring a racial balance in as- 
signing 
students and faculty 


and staff. 


It also said the two had vio- 


lated the act by deferring ac- 
tion on applications for federal 
funds without any express find- 
ings on record or without grant- 
ing the school district a hear- 
ing, by laying down rules that 
are inconsistent with the Civil 
Rights Act and by taking or 
threatening action that results 
in 
a 
general deferment of 


funds. 


The district said Howe had 


threatened to terminate federal 
funds for existing programs. 


Federal Panel 
Puts Georgia 
On Deadline 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


state of Georgia has been put on 
deadline to find a legal solution 
to choosing a new governor — 
other than allowing the legisla- 
ture to choose between Republi- 
can Howard H. Callaway and 
Democrat Lester G. Maddox. 


A three-judge federal panel 


said Friday that if the state 
fails to present a plan by Nov. 
25, the court will provide the 
remedy. 


This raised the possibility of a 


runoff 
election under a 1964 


state law within the next month. 


Neither candidate received a 


majority of vofes, required by 
the Georgia constitution for vic- 
tory, because of a strong write- 
in vote for former Gov. Ellis G. 
Arnall. 


Arnall, a moderate Democrat, 


was defeated by Maddox, a seg- 
regationist, in the Democratic 
primary. 


The formal court order was 


delayed until next Tuesday, but 
the judges made it clear that 
the court would not allow the 
General Assembly to decide the 
deadlocked race. 


The judges, commenting from 


the bench, said a legislative 
election of a governor would vi- 
olate the U.S. Constitution and 
the Supreme Court decisions on 
one man, one vote. 


With all of the state's 1,893 


precincts reported but with an 
undetermined number of absen- 
tee 
ballots 
still uncounted, 


Maddox had 447,426 votes, Cal- 
laway 445,832 and Arnall 57,699. 


After the court ruled, Maddox 


said he had no prediction of the 
outcome of the court action and 
would not comment until the 
final verdict was in. 


Earlier, Maddov advocated ah 


election by the legislature which 
has more than four-fifths Demo- 
crats. 


Callaway urged another elec- 


tion "so the people can decide." 
Draff Lottery 
Opposed by 
55 Director 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Col. 


Daniel 0. Omer, deputy director 
of Selective Service, reiterated 
today the agency's opposition to 
a draft lottery — a system Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara says would help elimi- 
nate deficiencies in the present 
procedure. 


Omer, in an address prepared 


for a national conference on the 
draft, said Congress Intended 
that the selection of draftees be 
made by judgment rather than 
lot. 


Only 
Thursday, 
McNamara 


was quoted in an interview pub- 
lished in the Harvard Crimson 
as calling current draft methods 
unsuitable, 


"We draft the oldest first," 


McNamara said, "It's never 
clear exactly at what age one 
will be subject to the draft. This 
makes very difficult the plan- 
ning of one's life." 


Saying 
every 
19-year-old 


should be subjected to a draft 
lottery, 
McNamara proposed 


that in case of deferment, the 
name of the registrant would go 
back in the pool upon expiration 
of the deferred period. 


Taking part in the opening 


session of a conference called 
by the American Veterans Com* 
mittee, Omer said the idea of 
the lottery is to cure the inequi- 
ty of deferment, 


"If we exercise our judgment 


to defer a part of the group, and 
subject to a lottery only those 
who are left, we cannot even 
contend that we are equally fair 
to all, and we have destroyed 
the purpose of the lottery, which 
is to place upon everyone equal 
liability and availability for mil- 
itary service, with selection left 
to the chance of the draw," 
Omer said. 


Discussing the system's phi* 


losophy, Omer said: "The bur- 
den of proof is always on the 
registrant 
who believes 
he 


should be deferred or exempted 
from military service." 


Turning 
to 
the 
student 


deferment policy, Omer said: 
"We 
believe 
that, generally 


speaking, the national interest 
would be better served if men 
who are going to college could 
complete their education before 
being considered for 
military 


service."
